Constable HcKinnon Receives' 'Deserved 
PrbmoUon— Why, Woods" Pistol 
Hlsse^.Fire. 

Xklsox. July 2.— (Special) — Georfie The Wliole Native _Coiiimnnity .Haa| 

Armstrong, warden of the Westminster 
jail, left here this evening with the con- 
demned murderer Wood and some other 
prisoners. Woods is taking things 
quietly. A look at the pistol which he 
snapped a number of times at the con- 
stable's stomach shows what a narrow 
escape McKianon had. It seems that 
Woods, in testing the pistol shortly after 
his escape, snapped oiT the point of the 
hammer which strikes the cap, but did 
not notice the defect till it saved Mc- 
Kinnon's life. 

Snpt. Hussey has to-day placed Mc- 
Kinnon in charge of police airairs at 
Nelson and dismissed the two men re- 
sponsible for Woods' escape. 

The assizes are now over, but Judge 
Walkem will stay to dispose of several 
civil cases. Mr. A. G. .Smith and Mr 
JIuBsey left for home to-day.

Preparing to Install Its Friends 
In Otrtce. 

MoNTitEAL, July 2. — (Special)— Attor- 
ney-General Archambault has ordered 
tlij dismisBalof about 10 clerks, appoint- 
ed by the late Quebec government before 
the recent provincial elections, without 
the payment of the salaries due them. 
He also intimates that those permanent 
courthouse employees who are Conserv- 
ativee, and whose salaries were increased 
before the election, will receive only 
their former salaries hereafter. 

Francis Gort>eU, who has been wharf- 
inger for the Lachine canal for the past 
10 years, has been dismissed by the 
Laurier government. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Greenway Pushing His Latest Railway 
Scheme— Lake Dauphin Road Stopped 
' —The Dennis Election. 

WixsiPEo, July 2. — Messrs. Jlac- 
kenzie and Mann, contractors for the 
Lake Dauphin railway, have been noti- 
fied by Premier Greenway, railway 
commissioner, to cease further construc- 
tion operations on the road, and the 
v/orkmen have been recalled. The in- 
tention was to construct an additional 
26 miles this summer, connecting the 
line with Lake Winnipegosis. 

Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann have 
secured the contract for buiUling so 
miles of the Rainy River railway, from 
the end of tlic Port .\rlhiir, Winnipeg c^: 
Duliitli line, over wiiit:li periiutiiai run- 
ning [luwera have been secured. Mr. 
Mann stated to-tlay that surveyors woultl 
be put to work iin mediately and tliat aa 
soon aa they wore far eiiougli ahead work 
on the construction of the road would be 
begun.

IMPORTANT STRIKES. 

United Mine Workers Ordered Out— Rioting 
in Chicago, 

Ohattanocga, Tenn., July 2.— The 
situation of the East Tennessee and 

Southern Kentucky coal minin? sec- 
tions is rapidly becoming very serious. 
There are now over '2,000 idle men in 
Jellico district, and nearly the same 
number along the line of the Cincinnati 
Southern railway. Thesemeu sruckon 
May 1, and have done no work since. 
Few of them had any' money saved up, 
and the majority are now suffering for 
the necessities of life. All efforts to 
settle the strike have proved unavailing, 
and it is now admittea that none of the 
mines can be operated for several 
months. The strikers have so far made 
no attempts at violence, but as the suf- 
fering among them increases it is feared 
that trouble will come, 

CoLu.Miu'H, Ohio, July 2. — A general 
strike of the miners of thB United Mine 
Workers of America is ordered for July 
4, by the national executive board, whose 
headquarters are in this city, and also 
by the district presidents, as a result of 
the meetings held here laat week. 

CiiicAoo, July 2. — Thirty workmen, 
who had filled strikers' places at the 
works of the Iroquois Furnace Co. in 
South Chicago, were attacked by a crowd 
of men and boys last evening while. leav- 
ing the works for their homes. Several 
were knocked down and severely beaten 
and others wereinjured by stones thrown 
by the strikers. The police arrested 
nine of the men said to be strikers. 



SOLID WITH THE EMPEROR. 

Von Boettlcher's Services to Be Otherwise 
Employed on Behalf of the 
Fatherland. 

liicHLi.v, ,!uly 2. — Tlie otKciil l\eich- 
sanzeiger this afternoon announces that 
Emperor William has sent an autograph 
letter to Dr. Von lioetticher, the retiring 
vice-president of the Prussian ministry 
and imperial secretary of state for the 
interior, e.Kpreesing special tlianke 
lor the devotion and loyalty 
witli which he has so snc- 
cop^^lllly administered his responsible 
otUie.-. and concluding with the re- 
mark : '■ 1 intend to emjiloy your jiowers 
elsowheiB in the public service and hope 
you will devote your distinguished ser- 
vices to me and the fatherland for many 
years to come." 

Count Posadowski Wehener, the set!- 
retary of the imperial treasury, has been 
cazctted as minister of the interior, and 
Dr. Miquel, the minister of finance, as 
vice-president of the Prussian ministry. 



International Courtesies. 
SoUTiiA.Mi'TON', July 2. — The deputy 
mayor and sherifTs of Southampton, ac- 
companied by the United States consul 
at this port, paid an oflicial visit to the 
United .States cruiser Brooklyn this 
afternoon. They were received by Rear 
Admiral J. N. Miller and his staff, wore 
entertained at luncheon, and toasted the 
President of the United States and 
Queen Victoria. As the party left the 
Brooklyn fired a salute of 21 guns. The 
cruiaer is expected to sail for home at 
10 otilock to-morrow morning. 

Greek Raiders Killed. 
CoNSTANTi.sori.i:, .fuly 2.— The news- 
papers of this city report tiiat in a battle 
between 400 Greek raiders and a detach- 
ment of Ottoman troops, near Metsoito, 
the Greeks were repulsed with the loss 
of 120 killed. Eighty of them were cap- 
tured and taken to Janina, the liead- 
nuarters of the Turkish army in Epirus. 



BoMiiAv, July 2.— The assassinB of 
Lieut. AyerBt,of the Oommissariat corps, 

who was shot and killed by concealed 
natives while leaving the Governor's re- 
ception at Caneshkind on the evening of 
JiiuB 22, Jubilee day, Plague Commis- 
sioner Rand being dangerously wounded 
at the same time, are still at large. The 
aggressive attitude of the natives prior 
to the shooting was remarked. 
There were whisperings of impending 
disaster to Eui'opeans, and it is thought 
that tlie whole native community, in- 
cluding the police, bad foreknowledge 
that something was going to happen. 
On Jubilee night a delayed anonymous 
letter arrived at Commiesioner Hand's 
b'jDgalow saying : 

" You will die to-day and the Queeu 
will die two days after. Many others 
will follow and the holdera will be 
killed." 

Threatening letters have been received 
by other Ruropeans. During the pro- 
gress of the plague prominent Hindoos 
made violent accusations against the 
British eoldiers, charging them witti 
robbing, ravieliing and ill-treating all 
who came in contact with them. 

Tiie allegations that the Brahmins are 
responsible for the murders which tiave 
recently occurred are repudiated- vigor-' 
onsly . The whole matter is canaing the ' 
gravest disquietude in oflicial circles. 

Calcutta, July 2.— The rioting has 
ended, a compromise on the plaguu 
measures having been arranged between 
the authorities and-the rioters, where- 
upon the disturbances have immediately : 
ceased. 

The absence of rain is causing the 
greatest anxiety throughout India. 

London, July 2. — The newspapers oE 
this city express anxiety at the occur-' 
lences in India, intimating that the 
mass of the natives there are leas con- 
tent under British rule than was gener- 
erally believed, and that a rebellion of 
unpleasant proportions may be threat- 
ening. Constant communications are 
passing between the 'Indian and Home 
governments. 



LADY EDITOR'.S CHATTER - • 

■■'■!*- 

Forced Wr. Chamberlain to Explain That 
His Deputy Humbugged Miss Sliav* 
About South Africa, 

LoNi)o.\-, July 2. — At the resumption 
to-day of the sessions of the select par- 
liamentary committee appointed to in- 
quire into the Transvaal raid, four tele- 
crams exchanged between Misa Flora 
Shaw, colonial editor of the Times, and 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes, then Premier of Cape 
Colony, were produced. 

The first, from Miss Shaw, asks for the 
dale of commencement of the plane, 
owing to the necessity of instructing the 
European corresdondeute of the London 
Times so that they might use their in- 
fluence to favor Mr. Kliodes. 

The second dispatch points out the 
danger of delay, as the I'Juropean situa- 
tion was considered serious, and a pro- 
test from the other powers might para- 
lyze the government. 

The third luessage says : " Mr, Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colon- 
ies, is sound in case of tlie interference 
of the European powers, but I have spe- 
cial reason to believe he wishes vou to 
act immediately," 

One dispatch from Mr. Rhodes to Mica 
Shaw says ; " Inform Mr. Chamberlain 
that I shall get through all right if he. 
supports ine. But he must not 6en<l 
cables like tlie ones sent to the Uigli 
Commissioner. I'll win, and South 
Africa will belong to England." 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying to a ques- 
tion from the chairuinn, Mr. Williaiu L. 
Jackaon — "There lias iieen so mucfi 
baseleas chatter that I had better state 
exactly what hajipened at the colonial 
ollice. In discussing the possi bility of a . 
rising, Under Secretary Fairfield re- 
marked: 'If the Johannesburgers are 
going to rise, it is to bo hoped they will 
do so soon.' Having special knowledge 
of the subject, I think this remark gave 
ground for saying it was wished the ris- 
ing would occur immediately." 

Replying to a question from Mr. Henry 
Laboucbere relative to Under Secretary 
Fairfield' s remark, IMr. Chamberlain 
said it wna a "casual observation," and 
he added, "it was possible that Mr. 
Fairfield waa laugliing at Miss Slniw." 

The chairman announced that he in- 
tended to re-examine Dr. Rutherford 
Harris, forirerly secretary for the Brit- 
ish South Africa Company. 

The sitting of the committee was then 
adjourned.

After yesterday's long dusty day at 
Akiershot, the iiniforais and hordes 
needed special attention this morning, 
and with llie (.iuuen'a welcome in pros- 
pect the Canadian contingent tiirne<l 
out in excellent form. Tiic royal 
borough was in festive attire, with Hags 
and tlecorationB, and the colonials were 
warmly received at Windsor. Tlie oHi- 
cera lunched as the Queen's guests and 
the men were regaled in twenty nnu- 
quees. Happily the rain kept oil', 
though the weather was threatening. 

After lunch the troops paraded in re- 
view order before the Queen and other 
royalties on the beautiful terracetl 
ground, where ller Majesty was radiant 
with smiles and seemed keenly inter- 
ested in every detail, expressing herself 
much pleased. Officialdom may not 
always nave sliown to great advantage 
in arranging for the colonial troops, but 
every Canadian officer and man is en- 
thusiastic over the kindly consideration 
and appreciation of the Queen herself 
and the Prince of Wales and every other 
royalty whenever brought into contant 
with vhein. "The higgeat republican, 
if such existed in Canada," said one 
Canadian to-day," would have to go 
down under all this." 

At the army review at Alderahot yes- 
terday the military contingent from 
Canada made an excellent impression in 
the march past the tiueen. Tlie Xorth- 
weat uioiinted police, the Dragoons nud 
the Hussars were especially cheered. 

After the review the Canadians with 
other colonial troops formed the Queen's 
escort on her return from the grounds. 
It was a magniScent pageant, in beauti- 
ful weather. 



FOR BECIPROCITY. 

The Fresident to Offer Twenty Per Cent. 
Reduction in United States 
Duties. 

Wabuinqto-v, July 2. — Eeciprocity and 
retaliation were the two phases of the 
tariff bill to occupy the attention of the 
Senate to-day to the exclusion of all 
other sabj^cts;.- Both proyiBions were 
agreed to. The time for the' final vote 
was left open, although there ia hope 
that it will bo reached to-morrow. 

When the hill was first taken up the 
paragraph relating to nickel waa changed, 
making the rate on nickel ore 3 cents per 
pound on the nickei contained tlierein ; 
nickel uiatte four cents per pound, 
nickel, nickel oxide, alloy^ etc., eight 
cents per pound. 

This brouRhb the Senate to the retali- 
atory clause, so called, providing that 
whenever any country pays a bounty ou 
any article then upon the importation 
of that article into the United States, 
there shall be levied and jiaid in addi- 
tion to the duties oiherwiae imjioaed Ijy 
lliia act an additional duty equal to the 
net amount of siicti bounty or giaut, 
however the Euuie he paid or bestow ed. 
When the voto was taken the clause was 
Agreed to by 'A3 to JU. 

Tiie reciprocity section was next con- 
eidered, Mr. Allison offering the new 
provision. It was changed slightly, 
|)roviding that tlie reciprocity treaties 
he nia(ie " by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate." In brief the 
section authorizes the President to nego- 
tiate commercial treaties to extend not 
more than Ave years andgrauting a " re- 
duction of the duties imposed by thin 
act to the extent of not more than '20 
pur cent, thereof," or for the transfer 
during tluit period of designated articles 
fi om the duiiable to the free list being 
the natural products of such foreign 
countries and not of the United Slates. 
The agreement w as agreed to by yo to 
18. 



SIR "WILFlilD'S AMBITION. 

To See Canadians of French Descent Sitli 
at Westminster. 

Lo.VDO.v, July 2. — The Duke of Con- 
naught presided at a banquet given this 
evening by the Colonial Institute to the 
colonial premiers at the Hotel 
Cecil. Covers were laid for 600. 
Among those present wore Lord 
Salisbury, the Lord Chancellor; the 
Karl of Selborn, the lOarl of Jercey, Lord 
Loch ; Mr. GoBchen, First Lord of the 
Admiralty; Sir George Faudel Phillips, 
the Lord Jlayor; and most of the con- 
sular agents-general. The Duke of Con- 
niught toasted the "United Jviipire," 
coupling Sir Wilfrid Laurier's name 
witli the toast. Sir Wilfrid in respond- 
ing said that if the colonial premiers re- 
mained much longer in Kngland they 
would all be killed by kindness. He 
admitted that the goal of his 
aepirations waa to eee Canadians of 
French descent sitting at Westminster. 
If he was a young man he would hope to 
realize that ambition, but to-day his 
only ambition was to get a denunciation 
of certain foreign treaties which were a 
blbt on colonial development. 

DELACil^A BAY. 

Report That tlic Transvaal Governnitnt 
Seeks Its Acciuisition Tlirougli a 
Comnieicial Company. 

Lo.NDO.s, July 2. — The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail asserts that 
Dr. W. J. r^yda, Transvaal secretary of 

state, has engineered a syndicate, osten- 
sibly French, in order to conceal its 
political nature, which has bonght up all 
the available shares in the Mozarnbii|ue 
Company, 

The money waa actually contributed, 
according to the correepoiident, by the 
Transvaal government and several Ger- 
man financial houses, and the syndicate 
will pay Portugal a large sum for a new 
charter to the Mozambique Comj)any, 
including the whole of Delagoa Bay, 
with its port, customs and entire admin- 
istration. 

" Thus," continues the CTrrcHjiondent, 
" unless Kngland acts (piickly the l.'ehi- 
goa I'.ay region will fall within control of 
the Boer-German group." 

A dispatch to tlie Times Iroiu Capo- 
town says that President Kruger has 
telegrajjlied Dr. Leyds to return to I'le- 
toria inmiediately, giving as a reason 
his own illne.'ia and important matters of 
State. 

Tlie Queen's Synipatliy. 
r^oNiHiN, July ii. — Jn the Houae of 
Coinmona to-day .Mr. Chae. T. Ritchie, 
president of the hoard of trade, read a 
telegram from the (iueen expressing 
Her Majesty's deepcoocefii in the disas- 
ter to the Pacific line steamship Aden, 
which was wrecked off the Island of 
Socotra in the Indian ocean on June Li, 
and her sincere sympathy with the relu 
tives of those who perished, as well as 
with the survivors for the terrible sull'ei- 
iai;8 they have undergone. 

Floods in Roumania. 
London, July L'. — A. dispatch by mail 
from Brail, a port in liuumania, says 
that 20,000 inhabitants in Galatssa, in 
Moldavia, on the left bank of the Dan- 
ube, between Conlusereth and Pnith, 
are homeless as a lesult of the recent 
floods. Roumanian gunboats are busy 
rescuing families who are still in danger. 
It ia estimated that 100 persons have 
been drowned.

TWO EARLY MOENINGl. FIRES. 

A Bumside Road Home and the Star Ship- 
yard in Flamea. 

The firemen are more than tver con- 
vinced that it never rains but it pours, 
for after practically a month's idleness, 
so far as actual fire- lighting iacoucerned, 
they had two Ores together early this 
morning. It was about 12 :30 when the 
first alarm came in, for a blaze on the 
Bumside road jastabouta hundred yards 
outside the city limits. There the 
Btory-and-a-half frame dwelling of Mr, 
Kelly was totally destroyed, with a loss 
of from $750 to $1,000, upon which there 
ia insurance of |600. Young Mr. Kelly 
had returned homeat midnight or there- 
abouts and lighted the lamp. Then 
while he was in the yard at tliu rear of 
the residence the lamp ia sujiposod to 
have exploded, and in a very few 
iiion.ierus the entire placu wa.s bhr/.ing. 

It was while the liriirade 'wero veLuni- 
iiig from this initial lire that the red 
glaro in the sky announced a second, 
and Chief Deasy and a part of his coni- 
piny were, well on their way to this be- 
fore any bidls sounded, in cousei|ueace 
of the Rock Bay hiidge being in its cua- 
toiiiary couditioii— closed to trallic dur- 
ing the proiceulion of rej)airs — alongde- 
tour had to lie made with the apparatus, 
with tlie result, that ere it reaclied the 
scene the old buildings known as the 
Star Eliipynrd W(!re ])a8t salvation. 
These structares iiioliideil the largesheda 
comprising tiie shipyard jjroper, and a 
detached dwelling which waa furnished 
and evidently somebody's home, but 
from which no person emerged. Both 
were entirely destroyed, with a loss 
of about the same amount as that in- 
voh'ed in the earlier blaze. The 
frame of a new schooner buildiiig cIoh' 
alongside several ti inea ignited, 1ml the 
prorjipt uae of the chemical saved it from 
deatruclioii, although the timbers may 
have been, and donhtleaa are, consider- 
ably drawn. It was to this craft 
and to numerous Bealiiig aclioonere 
at anchor in the npjjcr harbor 
that the greatest danger nrose— u 
danger considerably intenailied by llie 
difiicuity experienced in reaching the 
snot with the engines and hose. In 
their absence the chemical had to be al- 
together depended upon.

VICTORIA'S ENEMY. 

The Times haa pot where we thought 
it would. Actnated by a contemptible 
spirit of hostility to the Colonist and 
the provincial government, it opposed 
the movement lookinst to a demand upon 
the Dominion government for aid for a 
railway into the Boundary Creek dis- 
trict. The movement went along just as 
well Tvittaout its aid, and the Times found 
itself compelled either to fall in line 
with those whose efforts it had endeav- 
ored to nullify, or take an altitude of 
liost.ility. It haa chosen the latter. 
J.aat night it characterized as a bugbear 
tlie atateinenl tliat two American roads 
contemplate building into the diatrict 
and aaks why a Canadian road cannot 
be built into it without a Bab»dy. This 
will be cited by the opponents of 
the effort now being made as proof 
that any claim made on behalf of British 
Oohinibia for railway construction in the 
locality referred to is without merit. It 
cat! be used witli equal force against any 
effjit to obtian a subsidy for a line from 
the Columbia to the Coast. It is the 
most open attack upon the intereats of 
Victoria and the Coast cities that we 
h.tve seen. The only satisfactory 
feature of the case is that the Tiniea is 
utterly without influence with the Fed- 
eral government, and is in this matter 
going directly in the teeth of what ia the 
avowed intention of that government. 
But its attitude ia worthy of notice, as 
showing it to be willing to sacrifice, if it 
were able, the intereats of Victoria 
rather than permit those whom it hatfis 
to be instrumental in securing the rail- 
way construction which ninety-nine out 
uf a bandred of British Columbiana want 
at the earliest podslble day. 

THE RAILWAY MUDDLE. 

Mr. Norman McLean, of the Victoria, 
Vancouver & Eastern Railway Com- 
pany, says that he and his associatea 
underatood very well before going East 
that no subsidy could be granted to their 
road this year. The impression, whicii 
he aeems to desire to convey, is that the 
unseemly squabble at Ottawa really did 
not postpone the building of a road into 
the Boundary Creek country ; but this is 
([uite dill'erent from the asauriincea whicli 
lion. Mr. Turner received from tLe 
Premier and Minister of Railways. Botli 
tliese gentlemen assured him that it was 
the intention of the eovernment to aid tli e 
building of the road in question. Mr, 
McLean does not deny this, but the in- 
terview published in the Vancouver 
World ia so framed as to convey the im- 
pression above mentioned. 

Mr. Mc].,eau also gives an account of 
what took place when the abortive deal 
between the rival companies was at- 
tempted. We <iuote his language : 

At our first meeting with those who 
represented the lieinze scheme, we 
stated, plainly and emphatically, that 
no proposition would be entertained uu- 
k>83 it would secure the conatruction of 
the direct line from the Columbia river 
to the coast, and tliat at the earliest pos- 
sible period, and on the basis already 
laid down by the promoters of the V., V. 
& E.R. After several meeting with our 
opponents, at which Messrs. Maxwell 
and Molnnes .were present, an agree- 
ment was arrived at by which the inter- 
«!8tB of both companioa wore to be com- 
bined, 80 na to carry tlie undurtakinj; 
througli to the coast, and thereby ensure 
connection biitv.ccn Vancouver Vic- 
toria .ind New Westminster and 
Kootonay. In view of our agreeing 
Id tliia, iind ivfl the ])roi:ioters ol 
the v., ^^ li. had already 

spent a considerable sum in surveys and 
])roliminarv work during the last four 
yuiirs aa well as in procuring a Prov'in- 
cial charter, it waa agreed that a con- 
sideration was to be given lor part of 
this. A small portion of this was to be 
; paid when both billa passed the Houso 
of Commons and a subsidy was arranged 
ior «vliile the balance was to be handed 
to : vA when the' road . was ' constructed 
Irosii, the Columbia ; river to ^..Pentictbu' 



and from there on to the Coast. The 
members of the railway committee, aa 
well as many not of that body, and some 
of the ininiBtera, iigreed that this waa a 
fair and honeat buaineas arrangement, 
and made in the best intereat.-'i of all 
concerned. All I conversed with be- 
lieved that if carried out ample justice 
would be done to the people along the 
line of the projected railway, and would 
be in the intereats of the Coast cities, 
the Province and Canada generally. 

In this connection a resume of a few 
important facts ia interesting. First 
we had declarations, more or less public, 
made by the Minister of Railways when 
on the Coast last full, that a line to the 
Coast would not be subaidized. Then 
we had the knowledge of the Victoria, 
Vancouver I'c Eastern people that the 
line to the Coast would not be subsl 
dized. Then we bad the distinct asser- 
tion of the Minister of Railways before 
the railway committee that the Coait 
cities would have to wait for a few 
yeais. These things were known to 
the promoters of the Victoria, Vancou- 
ver A Kaatern at the time when they 
" proposed to combine " the intereats of 
the two companies. What was the na- 
ture of the combination ? The Victoria, 
Vancouver & Eastern were to withdraw 
from opposition to the Columbia & 
Western in consideration of a promiae 
by the latter to pay the former $55,000. 
It is said that this was to reimburse the 
v., V. & E. Co. for their outlay in con- 
nection with their project. This is im- 
material. No matter what the money 
was to be used for, the fact remains that 
the v., V. A E. people were to withdraw 
from the field and leave it free to Mr. 
Hcin/o's comijany. The public are not 
concerned about what the money was to 
be used for. 

But we are told that they insisted on 
such terms as would secure the conatruc- 
tion of a road all the way to the Coast. 
It would be interesting to see some evi- 
dence of this. The terms of the bargain 
as telegraphed were ; if 12,500 to be paid 
when the Columbia & Western got their 
charter; $11,500 when the road reached 
Boundary Creek ; $10,000 when it reached 
Penticton; $11,000 when it reached 
Hope, and $10,000 when it got to the 
Coast. The accuracy of this statement 
of the terms has not been called in ques- 
tion. We would like some one to tell us 
how this would secure the building of a 
road to the Coaat. It secured $21,000 to 
the V. V. & E. people if the road was 
ever built to the Coast, bat so far as 
it being in the nature of 
pledge or an inducement 
the part of tlie Columbia & Western to 
build to the Coast, it is the reverse, for 
it made the extension of the Columbia 
•k Western to the Coast conditional upon 
the payment of $21,000 to the V. V. & E. 
people. In the face of this, the claim 
put forward to the effect that the V. V. 
& E. people did not cease from their op- 
position to the Columbia t<c Western 
until they secured the construction of a 
line to the Coast is absurd. The facts 
are, that knowing they could not get a 
subsidy for a line to the Coast, they 
labored to prevent anyone else getting a 
subsidy for a part of the distance except 
they were first paid to get out of the 
way. It ia a miserable piece of business. 

IN EX C USABLE DEL A Y. 

Some months have passed since the 
attention of the Dominion government 
was directed to the importance of having 
a customs official stationed on the route 
from Lynn Canal to the Yukon. The 
Board of Trade forwarded a memorial on 
the subject ; more than one of our repre- 
sentatives spoke in parliament about it, 
and the press has pointed out the 
reasons for prompt action. Of promises 
on the subject that haa been enough ; 
but of performance nothing. Meanwhile 
a large amotint of trade, that ought to be 
done at Victoria and Vancouver, has 
gone to Seattle. 

We do not believe in finding fault un- 
duly with a government, and are <iuite 
well aware that tilings must be dealt 
with in their turn, but cannot help say- 
ing that the delay in this matter appears 
to be wholly inexcusable. Canadian 
merchants are losing trade and tl e 
Canadian government is losing revenue 
by reason of the procrastination of some 
body, and presumably that soinebody is 
the Comptroller of Customs.

but it is not easy to understand why he 
has not done so already. 

If asked offhand which is the largest 
city in South A-bAerida; 'and how many 
people it contains, most people would bo 
unable to answer correctly. Moat of the 
books award the distinction of lirat place 
to liio do Janerio, but that is because 
they were written a few years 
ago. Buenos Ayres is the first city 
of the Southern continent, and its popu- 
lation is close on to three quarters of a 
million. It haa doubled in twelve years, 
and at its present rate of growth will 
y,.-.m be the third city of the now world. 
A very largo proportion of the popula- 
tion is made up of Italians. Buenos 
Ayres is very wealthy, substantially 
built apd haa a vast and rapidly increas- 
ing commerce. 

What is the meaning of the move- 
ment among the iMobammedans in 
India? The 'outbreak in the hill tribe, 
reported some ten days ago, is easily ex- 
plained, but not so the disturbances 
elsewhere. It is, of course, suppoaable 
that the latter have been greatly exag- 
gerated;: We need not' be surprised if 



certain section of tha foreign press en- 
deavors to make it appear that the Brit- 
ish Empire is not quite so solid as it pro- 
fesses to be. At the same time any 
stories of Mohammedan uprisings, taken 
in connection xrith the attitude that 
Great Britain ia forced to take towards 
the Sultan, may well bo disquieting.

The Boun- 
dary Creek country is a fine agricultural 
one as well as a mineral one, and the 
loss caused by the delay will be a severe 
one all round."

Some interesting news as to the feasi- 
bility of the route into the Yukon by 
way of tlie White I'aes was given yester 
day by Mr. E. E. Billinghurst, the Vic 
toria agent of tlie British Yukon Com 
jiany, who has just returned from th 
North. Mr Billinghurst from Skagwa 
Bay nt the head of Lynn canal, wher 
the company have established thei 
headquarters, went to the summit of lli 
pass, a distance of Ki miles. He found 
the aiiow gone, and by this time tl: 
trail will be cut all the way to tliosum 
mit, A party of enrveyora are to star 
out for the company from Skngway Bay 
next week to find the best route froni 
the summit for the railway to the lakes 
which empty into the Yukon. There 
are no engineering diSiculties in the 
\vay, Mr. Billinghurst States, for the 
trail that has been cut along the north 
side of the river has an easy grade to 
the Bummit— a rise of 2,600 feet in six 
teen miles— and from that point the 
grade to Tagiah lake is an easy one, as 
the dilTeience between the aammit and 
the lake ia only 340 feet. There are 
three ways of reaching navigation on 
the river from the summit, one by 
Lake Bennett on the west, a second by 
Tiigrah lake on the north, and the third 
by Taku Arm on the east. Tliere is no 
diiHcuUy iu building the road by any of 
these three routes, but it is for the en- 
gineers to Bay, after the survey, which ia 
to be preferred. 

So far as travel over the pass is con- 
corned, Mr. BiUingliiirat says that a Mr 
Rice, of Juneau, who has been used to 
packing large quantities of goods over 
the Dyca trail, has this year decided to 
use the White Pass. Mr. Rice took a 
number of men to the summit of the 
"Wliite Pass, and after a personal 
amination of the route decided that was 
the one he would uFe in future. 

The company will have plenty of lum 
ber for the sawmill they propoee to 
erect at Skagway Bay, for there is a good 
growth of aprace and cottonwood on the 
lower levels, though it ia somewhat 
stunted towards the summit. 

An immense amount of ^'oods besides 
sheep and other live atock, is being 
taken into the Yukon this year, and Mr. 
Billinghurst ig more impressed than ever 
with the necessity of the Dominicn gov- 
ernment having a customs ofHcer at the 
summit both in the Dyea and White 
passes. As it is now, the condi tions are 
altogether favorable to the .-Vmericans, 
for whereas the Canadians have no cus- 
toms nflicer at the boundary to charge 
duty on goods from the United States, 
the American aathoritiea are very care- 
ful to sec that Canadian goods eroaaing 
their territory either pay duty or else 
that the expenses are paid for a custoius 
officer to accompany the bonded goods 
to tbe frontier, a decidedly expensive 
and troublesome proceeding. Gonse- 
sequently Victoria and the Coast 
cities of the province are loosing 
trade that they ought to have 
for the supplying of goods to the 
Yukon, aud it ia greatly in Victoria's 
interest as tlie niosi, favorably situated 
city naturally for trading with the 
Yukon, that the Dominion authorities 
be |)ressed strongly to take steps to place 
customs olhcers on tin* lioiiiulary , so that 
goods from tlie Uniteil Suucy ciuiiiot be 
taken in free, while C\uiiidian i,^oods are 
handicaiiped. 

\Voiid(-r(iil stories of tbe weallli of tbe 
Cloiidyki! arc hrou^iht down by Mr, 
IJillingliiirfct, stories of such faliiiloua 
wealth that if they had not beeiiob- 
taincil (roni reliable men and several in- 
dependent sources, they would seem too 
good to be true. One man on Bonanza 
creek washed out |800 in one pan of dirt, 
and what is more he offered to bet $ 1,000 
that be could take out 100 ounces in 20 
minutes, but with no. takers. 

Another man who has been employ- 
ing four men all winter in (getting out 
dirt to sluice iu the Hummer, has been 
paying his hands $1.") the simple easy 
method being that each day he would 
pick out from the diimji enough nuggets 
to pay ttie wages. Tliat particular mine 
has now on the dump ;|;l 25,000 it is esti- 
mated ready to wasli for ttie winter's 
work. The estimate of the amount of 
gold that will he taken out of the Yukon 
country for the year ia $7,000,000. 

By tliQ information he gathered aa to 
tbe number of people who are going iiilo 
the Yukon Mr. Billinghurst estimates 
that -',000 went in by the Dyea pass this 
apring and tbey are atill giing. 

Speaking of the White Pass route, Mr. 
BilliDRhurst claims that it is very rauoh 
superior to any of tbe other routes to 
the Yukon. At the company's wharf at 
Skagway Bay the largest vessels can tic 
Up at any time of the year, the depth ol 
vvater alongside the wbarf beinp; twenty- 
six feet at the lowest tiden. The c:oiii- 
paiiy buve already erci'ted a fiubataiitial 
wharf, and grjod waruliuu^e accoiiiuioila- 
tion is btjing pro\-idi'd loi good.s. Thi?, 
with till' eaty ^'radc of the trail, should 
make the pass a favorite route.

Want of coniinunieation ai;ii Ilia 
accidents to the steamers on the Kujte- 
nay river a couple of months as;o had an 
ell'etjt on travel, but people are uow 
flouking in and the certainty of tie 
building of the Crow's Nest railway will 
t^ive an imirieiiBe impetus to Ihecunn- 
Iry. The surface showinj; of mineral if, 
Mr. Kos3 8ay8,far ahead of Kossland, ai.il 
not only that, but wherever there has been 
development work ttiere was always '• it 
mine at the end of it." Copper, gold, 
lend and silver mines, hydraulic anil 
jilacer claims are all to be had, and at 
jiresent good quartz properties may be 
piirchaeed at a reaeonaole price, but 
witli railway communication their valiia 
will increase greatly. Not only are thei e 
mineral resources, but there is a lart.'e 
amount of fine agricultural land, that; 
with the advent of a mining population 
can be utilized at a good profit for aiiji- 
plyinc all that ia retjuired in the way o£ 
produce. 

For the amount of development work 
done Mr. Koss conaiders East Kootenay 
the beat lookinj^ mineral portion of 
the province. That gold haa 
been found there is no new 
tbini.;, for in placer mining $17,000,000 
have been taken out of Wild Hor^tt 
creek, and to-day there are a nnmlier of 
companies operating on various creeks 
that flow into the Columbia. Besides { 
the great North Star and Sullivan grout* 
of quart/, mines there are many othera 
being opened up. On Perry creek thS 
properties operated by D. Hammond and 
others are well under way with a small 
three' 6tarap mill for testing purposes. 
Then there is the celebrated St. Eugene 
mine on the Jloyie, ou which $20,009 
haa been expended. There are 800 tona 
on the St. lOugene dump nowrunninfj 
high in ailver and lead. 

The nibble group, fifteen miles south- 
east of Fort Steele, have only lately been, 
bonded for if;iO,000, and there are many 
more minea being opened up. Fort 
Steele ia only sixty-live miles from tho 
coal fields that will be made accessible 
by the advent of the Crow's Nest rail- 
way, and it is likely that a smelter will 
be ei ected at the North Star mine as soon 
as the railway gets in."

K. De Loyues; who is interested ia 
some placer mines on the Queanelle 
river in 15ritish Columbia, reported ia 
Spokane some heaw investments ia 
that district. Mr. I)e Loynes himself 
has been prospecting his claims for the 
last two years, and eaya that all the 
gravel on the Quesnelle river carries 
from 20 to 25 cents a cubic yard in goid. 

" Work," he says, "baa been started 
by J. Henry Addicks on tho Maude, a 
very good placer claim, on which if;"), 1)09 
has been jiaid. Mr. Adtiicks has until 
the end of ,7iino to i)ay the other if 05, 000, 
and, as Mr. Buxton, the auperinteiuieiit, 
has been called to Chicago to meet him, 
I suppose lie intends to take it. 

" A French company organized by the 
Credit Lyonnais has sent three engi- 
neers from Paris and a party ot miners 
from San Francisco to prospect Eoiiie 
quartz claims, and evidently contem- 
phite a large investment. They ni'S 
working witli great secrecy, but have had 
a diamond drill sent by express from 
Chicago, and have rented the govern- 
ment sampling works and (est cyaniile 
plant at BarkferviUe for the purpose of 
testing the ore. They have some bi-^ 
leilgea of low-grade base ore." 

JIll; .MI.SK.S OF en.VKIlTOS. 

Silverton, writes a correspondent o£ 
the .Slocan I'ioneer, haa a basia for ac- 
tivity iu the minea up Four Mile creek 
and directly tributary to her. On the 
Galena Farm, two miles' from town, 
there are now 38 men working; on the 
Thompson, 10; the Wakefield, 25; Fisher 
Maiden, 10; L. M., 8; Preacott, 3; Van- 
couver group, 7; Baby Kuth,-1; Cana- 
dian group, 0, and a number of claiiua 
are in course of development in the im- 
iriediale neighborhood. The two things 
that are giving Silverton hope at the 
present are the expenditure of $0,000 on 
a wagon road up Four Mile creek and 
tapjiing all tlie mines, $5,000 of which 
liaa licun aiipi' priated by tho provincial 
legislature; and the wonderful strike 
made at the Galena Farm. It ia a very 
natural ijucstion to ask how thia proper- 
ty got its name, and the answer of Mr. 
Cross, the asaiBtant superintendent, is 
that a plonpli would turn up chunks of 
galena anywhere.

The Le Uoi is outatrijiping all its 
former records in the way of production. 
Accordimr to our report of the ore ship- 
ments of the camp for last week the Le 
Roi shipped 1,110 tons. As a matter oi 
fact that mine was abut down Tueadny 
and slii"uped 710 tons in the last three 
days of the week, and had 500 tons 
waiting abipment yesterday morning. 
Captain Uall, in speaking of the work of 
the mine said : 

" You see for yourself we have every- 
thing lull of ore. Every ore bin, the 
chutes and the platforms are all loaded 
up. We are now sending out 250 tona ii 
day, and in liO days I can he ready to 
raise and ship COO tons a day. The great 
trouble now ia to get good miners. I 
have 105 men at work, and woulil in- 
crease the force very much, but it ia 
almost impossible to get good miners. 

•' Our beat men come from Montana, 
Colorado, and the Lake Superior mines. 
Coal miners will not do. They do not; 
understauil the busincBs, and niinera 
from Eastern Canada who come here 
have, as a rule, had no experience ia 
underground work, and they will notdo. 
I turn away men every day because they 
are incompetent. If I could get good' 
miners I would put on 15 new men at 
once, and soon increase the force 3() ur 
40. In a few weeks we shall, if we can 
get the men, have our force up to 200."

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

Victoria's Trade Has Developed Satisfac- 
torily Daring the Past Twelve- 
month. 

Taking the casfoms returns as a cri- 
terion — and tliere is perhaps no better to 
illustrate the growth of trade — the first 
hull of 181)7 has witnessed most satisfac- 
tory growth in the busiuesa of this port. 
The returns for the fiscal year just closed 
show an iiuprovenieut of over .•f:i2,0U0 on 
those of last year, or lo bo e-^caut the oua- 
tom liouEe ret eipts have increased $32,- 
•137.07. the total lor this year being .^731,- 
&0').52, as against $()yu,0tjy.45 for the 
previous year. Tiiis very marked swell- 
ing of the revenue is attributable to no 
one particular branch of trade, for nil 
along the line there has been an im- 
provement in business. la the two 
years the Chinese revenue increased 
from $39,347 in 1896 to $5S ,1)03.97 in 
181)7. The collection for the sick 
mariners similarly developed trom $2,- 
59S. 38 to $3, 698.88. In steamboat in- 
spections the only exception to the gen- 
eral rule is noted, the returns .$ 1 ,2L'().L'8 
tor the liscal year just ended standing 
against $1,23-1.92 for the previous year. 
In 1890 the revenue from seizures only 
amounted to $73.88. The reports of 
registrations, bonded warehousea fees 
and all other departments of the customs 
work are in accord with the otlier state- 
ments. 

Collector Milne in speaking of the 
improvenienta yesterday said that tbe 
beat months of the year were April and 
March, the latter being exceedingly 
good. June and May came next in the 
list, but the great bulk of the busi- 
ness was eitected before the change in 
the tariff. It was in the inland revenue 
department, however, that the tarid' re- 
vision would be most noticeable.

Deal Against tlie Trust Said to 
Be Uuder Cousitlera- 
tiou. 



Ml', II. P. liitliet's P;'P8eiicc iu 
HoQolulu Works a Ftivur- 
a'ble..Gli&Qge. 

A wonderful change has bohiB over the 

local sugar people within the past few 
days, and it is attributed to the pres- 
enc3 in this city of R. P. Kithet, says 
fiB HoBoluIi Evening Bulletin of are- 
eeitdate. Twowesks.ago the 'outlook 
fjr bddera of sugar atot^ks was certainly 
glojmyand the prospects of dividends 
for the balance of the season were rather 
dipmal to say the least. Indeed, it tuay 
be asserted that nearly all the planta- 
tion cor|ionitiong had decided to close up 
their purse strings for an indefinite 
period, and let the money which other- 
wise would have been paid out in divi- 
deiifls accumulate in their respective 
treasuries as a sort of reserve fund 
against the evils that were threntened 
from the abrogation ot the treaty and an 
unfavorable tarifl. Two weeks ago there 
was not a dividmd in sight for this 
month from any source, not even trom 
iilwa. 

To-day it is difTorent, so difreront that 
local sugar magnates must be in receipt 
of some information that is withheld 
Irom the press, for in spite of persistent 
interviewing nothint; has been learned 
by the reuorters. "The change in the 
state of ailairs dates from tbe moment of 
R. P. Eithet's arrival on the Australia, 
and how great the change is may be es- 
timated from the dividends dectiircd by 
sugar comiianies since. During last 
week Wiiliku plantation declared a 3 
percent, dividend mid Jlonomu -1. To- 
day JCwa pays 5 jier cent., iiaiku L', Taia 
3, and I'acitic Sugar Mill 6, where none 
was expected by slockholdera two weeks 
ago. 

If rumor says correctly, Blr, Rithet's 
presence in Honolulu is directly respon- 
sible tor the disbursement of these large 
sums of money among stockholders. 
There can be but one conclusion to be 
derived from the fact of their disburse- 
ment, and that is that be brought favor- 
able news with him, at least favorable 
enough to justify plantation directors iu 
loosening their purse strings. 

What was the nature of this news is 
what a good many people would like to 
know, but plantation managers are very 
close- mouthed and so far the knowledge 
has not gone beyond the inueriiiost cir- 
cles. It seems to be generally under- 
stood that Mr. Ititliet is here as a repre- 
seutative of a number of prominent ship 
owners, including Mr. Hewall, who is 
now in San Francisco ; with the object 
of making contracts for the carrying of 
next year's crops, the present arrange- 
ment with the Sugar Trust expiring in 
pecember. This new deal is now in 
process of consummation, if the terms 
were not nlreai'y agreed on at a secret 
meeting held in P. 0. Jones' back oliice 
this morning at which representatives of 
all the large plantations were present. 
It may be stated, on the authority of one 
of those who was present, that after 
January 1., all of Hawaii's sugar will go 
direct to New \ork, except that from 
the plantations controlled by tlie .Spreck- 
el's combination. This positive asser- 
tion would seem to indicate that the 
deal has already been arranged. ' As 
none of the money from next year's crop 
will be available until say after June I, 
this should make it almost imperative 
on plantation managers to keep money 
enough in their treasuries to keep their 
plantations going until the returns come 
in from New York. Tlie dividends men- 
tioned above show they aredoing directly 
the opposite and paying out money that 
two weeks ago they intended to boaid 
up. The only explanation that can be 
niiideof this is that the terms of the new 
deal carry with tliom the assurance that 
the profits from Hawaiian sugar will not 
be maleriallv interfered with at present, 
in spite of the p'esmt attitude of tbe 
Sena;e and the Tiust. 

■Since the above was in typo andlier 
gentleman who was present at the mt i-i- 
ing assured the lUilletin tliat tbetnbji-ri 
under consideration this morning «us 
not any proposed new deal with the 
Sugar Trust, but rather to discuss the 
present situation and adopt such mta- 
sures as might be agreed on to ofTset it s 
evident hostility to Hawaii. Aeked about 
the truth of the statement that all 
Hawaiian sugar would bd shipped to 
New York next year, he replied : 

" Ves, that is strictly true. Wc have 
decided to send every jiouud of sugar 
that iii not directly controlled by the 
Sugar Trust to New York, where it will 
lie sold iu open market. We have done 
with the Trust, and if they want our 
sugar tliey will have the saiiu! clianee to 
buy it as anyone else. We came lo the 
concliision that there was no oLhercuuri-e 
left open for US." 

'Does .Mr. Rithetrepresent the Trust?" 
asked the reporter. 

" No, certfiinly not," was the reply. 

" Is the Sugar Trust secretly favorable 
to Hawaii, as is still asserted bysonie'? " 

" No, it is not. If the sugar clause in 
the Senate tarifTbill was not dictated by 
the Trust, then I am wofully mistaken. 
I [ that cliuiee -wuH not directly aimed at 
the injury of liawaiiun siit;ar and (or the 
beiielit of the Trust llien 1 cnii't read tlio 
Kiiglish language. No, the Trust is no 
friend to Hawaii. No, I can't answer 
any more questions." '
